Upon more mature consi leration we are 
strengthened in the view that Conley, having 
rightfully suceceted Bullock, by virture of 
his office a4 Presiient of the Senule, will con- 
tinute to hold the position of Governor dur. 
ing the unexpired term for which Bullock 
was elected, unless the Legislatere shall, in 
the meantime’ provide for an election to fill 
the vacancy, in the almence of levislation 
upon thia subject, it would seem that the 
President of the Senate having, by virtue 
of hia offies, suecceded to the vacancy 
made by Dullock’s abdication, would “ ex- 
ercise the bkxccutive power of the govern 
ment until a sor ia elected and 
qual fled.” The election here contemp ‘ated is 
an election by the people, and not, as we 
think, of a new Presiktent of the Senate 
The President of the Senate having, by 
force of the Constitutional, provision, suc- 
ceeded to the “exercise of the Executive 
power of the Goverument,” no subsequent 
actof the Srnate in the clection of another 
President of tiat body weuld, in our view, 
vacate the office which had thas been _ pre- 
viously filled in _accorlance with the terms 
of the Coustilution. 

This is, we confess, aA nCWw question to ua, 
and we may be wrong. We can recollect no 
ruling or precedent ot a similar case, and in 
the abaence of former adjadication we incline 
strongly to the belwf that the views pre- 
sented above are in ihe main correct. 

If the right of .Conley to “exercise the 
Executive power of the Governor” after 
election of another President of the Senate 
is advubiful one, we should even then coun- 
kel prudence and caution on the part of the 
Legislature in taking provisions fora suc- 
cessor, it would be, in our judgment, far 
better not to exercise adoubtful power. More 
especially as under the express language of 
the Constitution, the Legisiatare now in ses- 
sion can provide for an election by - the 
eople atan eaily day to fill the vacancy.
